Wireless telegraphy was used long 


before Marconi first saw daylight. 


As far back as 1834 James Bowman 


Lindsay of Carmylie, a tiny seacoast 
town of Scotland, used a wireless sys- 
tem for sending messages, even patent- 
ing tlte invention, cays the New York 
World. 
Lindsay had conceived the 


idea Hhe year previously. He put it 
into successful operation in 1854, send- 
ing the first wireless message, at Ports- 
mouth. England. It was projected 
along the wall of an aqueduct. This 
message was sent a distance of 500 
yards. Five years later Lindsay sent 
other messages across the river lay, 
a distance of half a mile. 


Before tbe British association assem- 


bled at Aberdeen Lindsay read a paper 
on -wireless telegraphy in 1859.
